2. Claims 1-12, 14-20, 24 and 25 are allowed; and are renumbered as 1-21. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is directed to an image display apparatus and methods of 
displaying images using an embellishment image overlaying an original image. The claimed 
invention requires a multipher section (40, 42) and an adder section (44) (see figures 1 and 4). 
The closest prior art, Nguyen et al (U.S. Patent No. 5,682,181), Sonehara et al (U.S. Patent No. 
5,075,798), and Engstrong et al (U.S. Patent No. 5,850,232) disclose conventional image display 
devices and methods, either singularly or in combination, fails to teach or suggest the claimed 
invention.
